The postman seldom had to ring 
twice last night when most of the 
World War veterans in St. Louis 
and the county—estimated to num- 
ber 24,600—got their long-awaited 
bonus in a special delivery of regis- 
tered mail. 

The veterans were waiting on 
their porches or remaining near 
their front doors when 668 letter 
carriers set out from the district 
postoffices promptly at 6 p. m., 
bearing sacks full of brown manila 


envelopes containing checks and 
bonds, Throughout the country 3,- 
500,000 veterans are to _ receive 
about $2,491,000,000 as a result of 
the compromise bonus legislation 
passed last January when Congress 
voted to pay the 1945 maturity value 
of the,veterans’ adjusted compensa- 
tion certificates this June. 
Payments, based on the length

How They Were Received... 
The most common reception ex- 
perienced by the mailmen was a 
long drawn-out “W-e-l-l” .. .” with 
the implication, usually not ex- 
| pressed, “I’ve been looking for 
_you.” Many exhibited a profound 
sense of personal gratitude toward 
the mailmen who delivered their 
bonds, and shook their hands 


— warmly.

WHEN DEMOCRATS CONVENE 


New York Senator, a Delegate, 
Says He Will Attend Med- 
ical Meeting Instead. 
WASHINGTON, June 16.—Sena- 
tor Copeland (Dem.), New York 
said today he intended to “take a 
walk to the National Medical So- 
ciety convention” at Cleveland 
while the Democratic National 
Convention, to which he was 
elected a delegate, is meeting in 

Philadelphia next week. 

“I'm going to the medical so- 
ciety convention because I think 
I'll -have a better time and do 
more good there,” Copeland said. 

He said he had not talked with 
former Gov. Alfred E. Smith of 
New York about any joint move to 
walk out of the Democratic meet- 
ing. Reports from New York said 
Smith had made no train reserva- 
tion for the trip to Philadelphia, 
although he was elected a dele- 
gate. 

Copeland has several times de- 
scribed himself on the Senate floor 
as not belonging to the inner circle 
of leaders in the Roosevelt admin- 
istration. He has voted consist- 
ently against ratification of the St. 
Lawrence waterway treaty ratifi- 
cation which has enlisted the Pres- 
ident’s interest ever since he was 
Governor of New York.

INCOME TAX COLLECTIONS 
SHOW 18 PER CENT INCREASE

WASHINGTON, June 16.—Secre- 
tary of the Treasury Morgenthau 
said today that income tax collec- 
tions during the first 15 days of 
June showed an increase of slight- 
ly more than 18 per cent over the 
comparable period last year. 

Total second installment pay- 
ments on 1935 income were esti- 
mated at $276,953,610, compared 
with $233,967,894 last year.

COMMODITY EXCHANGE BILL 
SIGNED BY THE PRESIDENT

Through Trading Limits on 
Contract Markets. 
By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, June 16.—Grain, 
cotton and other commodity fu- 
tures exchanges are placed under 
more rigid Government regulation 
under the Jones-Smith Commodity 
Exchange Bill, signed by President 
Roosevelt today. 

The act is aimed particularly at 
speculation in grains, cotton, rice, 
mill feeds, potatoes, and butter 
and eggs, through the placing) of 
trading limits on contract markets. 
It outlaws trading in indemnities 
and so-called wash sales. 

A complement to the Stock Ex- 
change Control Law, it will be ad- 
ministered by the Grain Futures 
Administration under a new name, 
the Commodity Exchange Commis- 
sion. All exchanges will be licensed 
and floor brokers and commission 
merchants required to register. 

The act will not interfere with 
legitimate hedging operations in 
products actually bought and sold. 

Regulations will take effect with- 
in 90 days.

Surratt said the chinch bugs and 
grasshoppers are more widespread 
in Illinois than for several years. 
Many wheat fields in the southern 
half of the State have been thinned 
by Hessian flies where the crop

fair labor practices.” 

Jones & Laughlin, with three 
other companies, had submitted 
identical bids for sheet steel piling 
in constructing the Imperial Dam 
on the all-American canal in Cali- 
fornia. — 

Ickes said the award was canceled 
because the Labor Relations board 
had notified him of its decision that 
the éompany had conducted a cam- 
paign of “systematic terror” against 
organization efforts of the Amalga- 
mated Association of Iron, Steel and 
Tin Workers of North America. 

The Labor Board's suit to enforce 
an order against the company was 
denied yesterday by the Federal 
Court of Appeals at New Orleans. 


Ickes’ Decision. 


Interior ‘Department  officiais 
said, however, that Ickes’ decision 
to cancel the contract was reached 
before the court decision, and that 
he was simply utilizing his discre- 
tion in deciding among identical 
bidders. , 

After eliminating the Bethlehem 
Steel Co. on the ground of a “dis- 
crepancy,” Ickes had decided to 
award the contract to Jones & 
Laughlin because its plant was far- 
thest from the Imperial Dam. He 
had hoped this would discourage 
identical bidding. | 

The other two bidders were the 
Inland Steel Co. of Chicago, with a 
plant at Indiana Harbor, Ind., and 
the Carnégie-Illinois Steel Co. of 
Denver, with a plant at South Chi- 
cago, Il. 

Ickes, who had announced award 
- of the contract to Jones & Laugh- 
lin May 15, said bids of the two 
latter companies were being re- 
studied to determine the new 
award. 

- “In the case of deciding between 

identical bids,” Ickes said, “I shall 
always prefer that of the bidder 
which is fair to its workers. I dis- 
approve of the practice of identical 
bidding, and would reject all such 
bids except for the fact that to re- 
ject them would carry no assurance 
of getting anything but more iden- 
tical bids after readvertisement and 
delay.

Strike Diminishing. 


The strike continued to diminish 

as thousands of workers took up 
their jobs anew. Insurance clerks 
in the capital reached an accord 
with their employers. Many walk- 
outs continued in the provinces. 
Dock workers at Marseilles forced 
virtual suspension of harbor activi- 
ties. } 
At Aix-en-Provence, transporta- 
tion and building trades workers 
began a strike. Mill workers at 
Bordeaux folded their arms. Six 
hundred workers in ar electro-cera- 
mic mill stopped work. Other new 
strikes were reported at Lyon, Lo- 
rient, and Nancy. 

The Interior Ministry estimated 
265,000 employes have gone back to 
work in the eight departments most 
affected by the impassive walkout. 
Another 202,000 returned to their 
jobs in Paris and its suburbs. 

The newspaper Paris-Midi said 
strikes at gasoline refineries and 
storage plants were resulting in use 
of reserves “which are essentially 
war stocks” at the rate of 7000 tons 
daily. 

A recent decree by the War Min- 
istry ordered the accumulation of 
1,300,000 tons of motor fuel as a 
reserve. The newspaper said the 
present stock is only 1,000,000 tons.

ferees. ; ; 
Chairman Doughton (Dem.), 
North Carolina, of the House con- 
ferees, seeking to reconcile differ- 
ences with the Senate, said the 
Senators, who left a morning ses- 
sion early, had submitted a “coun- 
ter proposal.” No details were 
given out.. The House conferees 
said they wanted to study the pro- 
posal before giving any intimation 
as to whether they might be in- 
clined to accept. 

Doughton said the conferees prob- 
ably would meet tonight in an at- 
tempt to negotiate some sort of 
compromise to break the deadlock 
which has lasted a week and a half 
and which threatens to delay ad- 
journment of Congress past the 
opening of the Democratic nation- 
al convention. 

One source intimated that the 
new Senate proposition called for 
retention of a corporation income 
tax somewhat along lines of the 
existing levy, with a superimposed 
tax on undistributed corporate 
earnings a bit higher than the 7 
per cent approved by the Senate. 

Word came from the White House 
that President Roosevelt, before he 
left on his Western trip last week, 
had invited the conferees to meet 
with him again if their deadlock 
persisted. It is said no request for 
such a conference had been made 
yet, however. : 

Senate sources later said the new 
proposal would place a flat 15 per 
cent tax on corporation income, a 
graduated tax on undistributed cor- 
porate earnings, and allow a $2000 
exemption from the latter.

It was a big night, too, for 
special delivery men, who came 
along on the heels of the bonus 
distributers. An enterprising sales 
manager who had obtained a mail- 
ing list of those veterans who were 
to receive bonuses,:mailed special 
delivery letters beginning “Congrat- 
ulations, Buddy,” and ending with 
the offer of a discount on his mer- 
chandise if purchased right away. 

Bonuses which were not delivered 
last night are to be distributed in 
the course of regular deliveries dur- 
ing the next few days. The post- 
office has a 30-day period within 
which to complete delivery, and 
any which cannot be distributed 
within that time must be returned 
to the Treasury for future disposi- 
tion. 

The certification stations in St. 
Louis for cashing the bonds, in ad- 
dition to the one in the Municipal 
Auditorium, are at Cleveland High 
School, 4352 Louisiana avenue; Sol- 
dan High School, 918 Union boule- 
vard; Cole. School, 3935 Enright av- 
enue, and Beaumont High School, 
3836 Natural Bridge avenue. In the 
county the stations are at Hancock 
School, 9427 South Broadway; Kirk- 
wood High School, 600 South Kirk- 
wood road; University City Junior 
High School, 6710 Delmar boule- 
vard; Maplewood Junior High 
School, 2400 Sutton avenue, and 
Wellston Junior High School, 6239 
Ella avenue. 

Identification Necessary. 

Veterans cashing their bonds at 
the certification stations are  re- 
quired to present the bonds and to 
sign each of them in the presence 
of a clerk on duty there, who must 
know the bearer of the bond ¢ as 
the proper recipient. A list of Post- 
office employes assigned to that 
work has been published, to aid 
veterans. in selecting a _ station 
where they are acquainted with 
someone on duty. 

If the veteran is not acquainted 
with any of the Postoffice employes 
at the certification station, he 
must be introduced by someone 
known both to him and the postal 
employe. Accredited representa- 
tives of various organizations, vet- 
eran, civic, fraternal and others, 
have been assigned to the stations 
to aid in this process of identifica- 
tion. 

300 in Waiting Line. 

About 300 veterans were waiting 
outside the Municipal Auditorium 
to redeem their bonds when the 
station there opened this morning. 
Inside were 42 clerks, each with a 
stenographer, to assist them in 
cashing the bonds. 

In most instances, veterans were 
readily identified, either by a clerk 


or some representative of an organ- | 


ization, and the procedure required | 
but a few minutes. Checks in| 
payment for the bonds will be | 
made out-at the Federal Building | 
here, The first of them will be| 
placed in the mail tonight. 

By noon today 450 veterans had 
presented their bonds for redemp- 
tion at the Municipal Auditorium 
station. The bonds of these vet- 
erans had a total value of $192,350. 

All the certification stations ex- 
cept the one in the Municipal Audi- 
will be open each day fran 
11 a. m. until 10 p. m. The station 
at the Municipal Audiiorium will 
open at 8:30 a. m.

Before the tax board Noell 
sought, but was denied, redetermi- 
nation of deficiency assessments to- 
taling $2310, contending that about 
$38,000 in cash expenditures during 
the four-year period should have 
been allowed as business deduc- 
tions. Without commenting on the 
ethical propriety of Noell’s expendi- 
tures, the boafd decided against 
him on the ground that the — evi- 
dence was insufficient to support 
the allowance of business deduc- 
tions. 

*At the disbarment hearing, at- 
torneys for the Bar Association 
contended that unprofessional con- 
duct on Noell’s part had been 
shown by his affidavit and a state- 
ment by his representative in the 


‘tax appeal that he had made the 


expenditures for traveling expenses 
and payments to corporation em- 
ployes for information used in “se- 
curing business.” Solicitation of 
business by lawyers is against the 
profession’s canons of ethics. r 

Noe}l’s defense was that the pay- 
ments to the corporation employes 
were made to obtain information 
which would enable him to learn 
the facts in personal injury damage 
claims already turned over to him. 
In accounting for the expenditure 
of $38,000, he testified he had spent 
between $300 and $500 a month to 
get the facts for use in lawsuits 
and in addition had paid out vari- 
ous sums for traveling expenses, to 
support his parents and blind sis- 
ter and to entertain clients with 
whisky, theater parties and hunting 
trips. | 

As to tne affidavit, he said it had 
been drawn for him by his repre- 


‘sentative, James Brown, a tax ac- 


countant, and that he had not seen 
the statement that he had _ spent 
money to secure law business. If 
he had, he added, he would have 
deleted the statement as erroneous. 
Noell told Commissioner - Dyer 
that he did not hear Brown's state- 
ment of similar purport, made at 
the close of tne tax hearing, but 
said that even if he had he might 
not have disputed it in view of the 
fact the accountant was seeking to 
represent Noell’s best interests. 
The disbarment suit was the sec- 
ond filed against Noell by the St. 
Louis Bar Association. In 1924 the 
association sought his removal from 


‘practice on the ground he had in- 


duced a witness for a railroad, from 
which he was seeking damages for 
a client, to leave town just before 
the case was to be tried. He denied 
the charge and defended the suit 
successfully. The suit was dis- 
missed with' a judgment in his 
favor. 

After the second suit was filed 
against him in February, 1935, Noell 
issued a statement asserting he 
was being “put on the spot” be- 
cause his clients had obtained 
judgments against railroads total- 
ing about $2,000,000.

311 IN PENITENTIARY 
GET SOLDIERS’ BONUS 


Won’t Be Allowed to Cash 
Bonds Without Permission 
of Penal Board. 


By the Jefferson City Correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, June 16.— 
Three hundred and eleven convicts 
in the Missouri penitentiary will re- 
ceive bonus bonds for World War 
service, but will not be permitted 
to cash the bonds as long as the 
owners are in prison, unless the 
Penal Board can be shown there 
is a definite need of cash ror the 
convict or his family. 

Distribution of bonus bonds to 
the co1ivicts will be delayed until 
the latter part of the week. 

Under prison rules convicts are 
not permitted to have in their pos- 
session any “square” money, as 
cash is termed, within the prison. 
The medium of exchange is brass 
tokens. Under the rules no con- 
vict is permitted to have more than 
the equivalent of $5 in brass tokens 
in his possession. 

It is estimated the convicts will 
receive a total of about $125,000 in 
bonus bonds. The amounts range 
from about $25 up to $1581. In most 
instances, the convicts already had 
obtained .one-half’of the bonus due 
them, under the previous 50 per 
cent loan plan. 


JUDGE SARTORIUS ACCUSED 
OF VIOLATING COURT WRIT 


Counsel for Dismissed Deputies 
Files Application for Con- 
tempt Citation. 

An application for a_ citation 
holding Circuit Judge Eugene J. 
Sartorious, presiding in the Juve- 
nile Court, in contempt of the St. 
Louis Court of Appeals, was filed 
today by counsel for five of eight 
deputy probation officers recently 
dismissed by him. It was-alleged in 
the application that he had violat- 
ed the temporary writ of prohibi- 
tion, issued by the Appellate Court 
May 29, to prevent his taking any 
further action in dismissal of the 

probation officers. 

The application alleged that 
Judge Sartorius, after issuance of 
the temporary .writ, certified the 
Juvenile Court payroll to the City 
Treasurer without the names of 
the officers he had dismissed, al- 
though they had appeared for work 
every day, thus depriving them of 
compensation to which they were 
entitled. 

Judge Sartorius was in court to- 
day and denied to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter that he had certified any 
payrolls or violated the terms of the 
temporary writ. The court gave 
his counsel a week to file sugges- 
tions why the Citation should not 
be issued.

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NIGHT CLUB OWNER 
SHOT BY WOMAN, DIES 


Miss Marie Morrison Re-Arrest- 
ed After Harry Anastas 
Succumbs to Wound. 


Harry Anastas, owner of the 
Golden Dragon night club, who was 
shot early yesterday by Miss Marie 
Morrison, former. hostess at the 
club, after a quarrel at her home, 
died today at City Hospital. 

Miss Morrison, who was released 
yesterday on $1500 bond was re- 
arrested today after she had tele- 
phoned Capt. Paul Shulz of the 
Magnolia Avenue Police Station 
and said she “would be waiting” 
for the police. She will be held 


without bond until the Coroner’s 
inquest. 

Anastas, who was 46 years old 
and married, had been shot in the 
right chest, the bullet ranging 
downward to the abdomen. He was 
given a blood transfusion last 
night, but he had already lost too 
much blood to permit physicians 
to perform an operation for the re- 
moval of the bullet. 

Two Quarreled at Night Club. 

Anastas and Miss Morrison lad 
spent Sunday night at a night club 
in East St. Louis, where Anastas 
sat for a while at another woman’s 
table. This revived an old quarrel 
between the two, which continued 
on.the way to Miss Morrison’s 
home at 2123 Maury avenue. 

“When we got home,” Miss Mor- 
rison later told police, “Harry came 
on in with me. He was threaten- 
ing to hit me, and I told him he 
had better not, or he would be sor- 
ry. He doubled up his fist and kept 
coming at me, I think he got mad 
when I called him a name. So I 
ran over to the dresser and took 
the pistol from the drawer.” 

“Didn’t Intend to Shoot Him.” 

In the ensuing struggle for the 
pistol, Anastas was shot. Miss Mor- 
rison, a plump blonde, 20, told po- 
lice that she “didn’t intend to 
shoot” Anastas. 

After the shooting Anastas taok 
Miss Morrison to her mother’s 
home at 1331 Merchant street and 
told her not to tell anyone of the 
shooting. He then drove to the 
City Hospital and told a story of 
having been shot on the street by 
a stranger. He later changed this 
story, after police, knowing of the 
acquaintanceship of the two, had 
questioned Miss Morrison, who 
readily admitted the shooting.

Measure Sent to White House;

WASHINGTON, June 16. — Con- 
gress completed legislative action 
yesterday on a bill reducing wine 
taxes and sent it to the White 
House. 

The House adopted a conference 
report on the measure which al- 
ready has been approved by the 
Senate. The bill provides for a 50 


per cent general tax reduction on 
wines, champagnes, liqueurs and 
cordials and a 50 per cent tax re- 
duction on brandy used for fortify- 
ing wine. 

It repeals the tax on grape con- 
centrates and the rectifying tax and 
first withdrawal tax on wine used 
in the manufacture of vermouth.

Dr. Bredeck said he had referred 
alleged violations of the present 
milk ordinance to the office of the 
City Counselor and that he had been 
advised the penalty was a fine of 
$5 to $500, each day of violation 
constituting a separate offense.

The standard ordinance, with 
grading and degrading provisions, 
permitting the Health Commission- 
er to grade and mark milk so the 
consumer may determine its quality, 
will be introduced by Alderman 
William J. Warnick. It is being 
drafted but may not be introduced 
until September, following the sum- 
mer recess of the Board of Alder- 
men. The ordinance would provide 
a tax on the dairy industry to pro- 
vide $144,000 annually to cover the 
cost. of inspection and administr2- 
tion. 

lt would replace the present com- 
promise ordinance enacted two 
years ago. By agreement, termi- 
nating next Dec. 31, the industry 
provides $60,000 a year for admin- 
istration. This amount is insuf- 
ficient and the report of the Fed- 
eral Trade Commission, Dr. Bre- 
deck said, demonstrated the neces- 
sity of additional inspectors and the 
grading and degrading clauses.

INDICTMENT OF WIFE 


FOR MURDER REPORTED | 


Man Says He Sold Revolver 
to Mrs. J. W. Bolton Jr., 
Shortly Before Killing.

CHICAGO, June  16.—Shortly 
after Harold Goldberg, employe of 
a Hammond (Ind.) pawn_ shop, 
pointed out Mrs. Mildred Bolton as 
the woman to whom he sold a re- 
volver a few days ago, the grand 
jury is reported to have voted a 
true bill charging Mrs. Bolton with 
murdering her husband, Joseph W. 
Bolton Jr., in his insurance office 
yesterday. 

A receipt for the weapon, made 
out to a “Sara .Weston,” had been 
found in Mrs. Bolton’s purse. The 
identification number of the pistol 
used in the shooting corresponded 
to that on the receipt. 

The shooting of Bolton, 44-year- 
old insurance broker, followed a 
quarrel with his estranged wife. 


| Mrs. Bolton, who gave her age as 


40, has steadfastly denied shooting 
her husband. 

Arthur W. Ladd, a friend, one of 
the first tot reach Bolton after the 
shooting, was the only inquest wit- 
ness. 

“I called Bolton to ask why he 
hadn’t kept an appointment with 
me,” he said. “He answered me on 
the phone and said: ‘All hell is 
popping here, but wait for me, I'l 
be over in a few minutes.’” Shortly 
afterward, he said, he heard there 
had been some trouble and hurried 
to Bolton’s office, where he found 
Bolton fatally wounded. 

Ladd said Bolton was born in 
Philadelphia and came to Chicago 
eight years ago. 

Says -Wife Once Stabbed Bolton. 

Asked if he knew what Bolton 
meant when he said “Hell was pop- 
ping,” Ladd replied: “I ought to. I 
knew that he had been having trou- 
ble with his wife’for the past eight 
years. Two years ago she stabbed 
him and he was in, the Chicago 
Hospital for 10 days.’ A week ago 
she went to his office armed with a 
knife and tried to attack him, but 
he disarmed her before he was hurt. 
The first attack was in their 
home.” 

After the inquest, which was con- 
tinued to June 26, Mrs. Bolton was 
taken at her request to view her 
husband’s body. A policewoman said 
she leaned over the body, kissed the 
cheeks and said “My husband,” but 
remained dry-eyed. 

Prosecutor Morris G. Meyers said 
he had learned Mrs. Bolton was vio- 
lently jealous over her husband’s 
friendship with other women, and 
added: 

“There are several questions she 
must clear up to our satisfaction. 
Two of her husband’s wounds were 
in the back, yet she avers she did 
not touch the pistol. We have wit- 
nesses who say she bought -this 
gun several days ago.” 

Mrs. Bolton and her husband 
were alone in his inner office. Em- 
ployes heard four or five shots. 
Bolton staggered out. Mrs. Bol- 
ton, the workers said, calmly di- 
rected that he be carried to a phy- 
sician’s office. She was taken to a 
police station for questioning. 

Mrs. Bolton appeared in court 
early yesterday to press an assault 
and battery charge against Charles 
Russell Harned, 20. She testified 
| Harned struck her during an alter- 
‘cation outside the hotel room he 
shared with Bolton after she had 
| heard a woman’s voice from with- 
in. Harned said the woman was 
his mother, Mrs. Marie Harned, op- 
erator of a bus station at Gardner, 
fil. Harned was fined $100. 

Her Story of the Shooting. 

That case, Meyers said, occa- 
sioned Mrs. Bolton’s visit to her 
husband. He quoted her as stat- 


ing: 
“I wanted to know if he intend- 
ed to pay the-fine. He wouldn't | 


answer -and started for the ‘phone. 
I thought #fe was going to call the 
police and grabbed for it. We were 
arguing loudly, and then I saw a 
gun. It came from his desk draw- 
er. We started to scuffle and the 
gun went off. I didn’t shoot him. 
He drew the gun. I never touched

Bolton’s associates attributed the 
pair’s controversy to his efforts to 
obtain his discharge papers from 
his wife so he could apply for a 
soldier’s bonus. Bolton sued for 
divorce about a year ago. The 
suit charged his wife had “threat- 
ened his life several times” and 
once had slashed him ‘with a razor. 
They were married in 1922 at Bes- 
semer, Ala., and came here from 
Atlanta, Ga., in 1928.

Affidavits Declare It Is 
‘Dangerous’ for White 
Man to Express Opinion 
in Favor of Defendants. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the 
. Post-Dispatch. 

LITTLE ROCK, Ark., June 16.— 
A hearing on an application for a 
writ of habeas corpus for two 
Blytheville (Ark.) Negroes under 
sentence of death after conviction 
of criminal assault on a young 
white woman will be held Monday 
before Judge Martineau in United 
States District Court here. 

Counsel for the defendants, ob- 
tained after the International La- 
bor Defense, the National Associa- 
tion for the Advancement of Col- 
ered People, and private individu- 
als had interested themselves in the 
case, are appealing to the Federal 
courts on the theory there has been 
a miscarriage of justice similar to 
that alleged in the Scottsboro case. 
The Arkansas Supreme Court 
previously refused a new trial, dis- 
allowing the defense contention that 
the men, Bubbles Clayton, 21 years 
old, and Jim X. Carruthers, 19, were 
deprived of their constitutional 
guarantee of “equal protection of 
the laws” and were convicted in a 
court influenced by mob spirit. 

History of Case Recited. 

The petition for the Federal writ | 
recites the history of the case (pub- | 
lished in detail in the Post-Dispatch | 
of March 1.last) .and incorporates | 
affidavits, previously unobtainable, 
some from white citizens of the 
community where the men were 
convicted, in support of the renewed 
contention that the conviction 
should be voided because “it was a 
result of inflamed public mind and 
of mob domination.” 

The petition states that although 
the population of Mississippi Coun- | 
ty consists one-third of Negroes, | 
including professional men, no Ne- 
gro has been placed on a jury 
there for 40 years. It is contended 
the convicted men were denied a 
fair trial because there were no 
jurors of their own race. | 

Mob spirit so dominated the 
community, it is alleged, that the 
original defense attorney  ap- 
pointed by the court was unable 
to obtain the technically requisite 
number of affidavits necessary for 
a change of venue. 

As pointed out in the previous 
article in the Post-Dispatch, the 
feeling in the community was due 
primarily to the well-established 
belief that the two Negroes shot 
and wounded the Sheriff and were 
responsible for a_ series of rob- 
beries of persons in automobiles 
parked in lonely places. 

An affidavit from the attorney 
appointed by the Court, Arthur L 
Adams of Jonesboro, points out he 
was unable to confer with his 
clients until a few days before the | 
trial, which began on April 8, 1935, | 
and was concluded the next day. | 

The attorney stated he “conclud- | 
ed that local feeling against the | 
accused Was intense and that it 
would be difficult, if not impossible, 
to select a jury at that place quali- 
fied under the law to try the case.” 

After investigating the situation 
and conferring with friends made 
during a previous residence in 
Blytheville, the attorney decided a 
change of venue should be request- 
ed and prepared supporting affi- 
davits, but could find only one 
white man, J. R. Godwin, willing 
to sign .one, and later, “after he be- 
came aware of the apparent feeling 
prevailing throughout that com- 
munity regarding the matter, he 
indicated that he desired to with- 
draw his name from the affidavits, 
though he did not actually demand 
‘.* 


Two Affidavits Required. 

It is customary in Arkansas 
Courts to require two supporting 
affidavits before application for a 
change of venue may be considered 
by the Court. 

But in the petition to the Fed- | 
eral Court, on which Monday’s 
hearing will be based, affidavits 
alleging prejudicial conditions are 
attached not only from Godwin but 
from six other white citizens of the 
community, including several farm- 
ers and a carpenter. All stated “it 
was impossible‘to get a’ local at- 
torney to defend these Negroes be- 
cause of the inflammatory _ state 
of public opinion and the domina- 
tion of mob spirit.” a 

So intense was the feeling, the | 
affiants stated, that “it was dan- | 


_gerous for a white man to express 
an opinion in favor of the -inno- | 
‘cence of the accused and still more. 
| dangerous for a ‘Negro to be found 


‘sympathizing or 


participating in 


any of the affairs connected with | 


; 
’ 


the trial.” 

Supporting affidavits for the writ 
of habeas:corpus inelude also sev- | 
eral from Negro residents, includ- | 
ing a physician, dentist and clergy- | 
man. 

The defendants, now confined at | 
Tucker Farm, penal _ institution 
near here, after several stays of | 
execution, will appear at the| 
hearing, as will the Judge at their | 
trial and the Prosecuting Attorney.

CIVIL SERVICE RETIREMENT 
FOR FEDERAL INVESTIGATORS 


House and Senate Pass Bills; 
Wheeler Criticises Justice De- 
partment Bureau.

Friends of Huey Long 
Ask Cummings) Why

NEW ORLEANS, June 16.—Nine 
members of the grand jury which 
indicted friends of the late Senator 
Huey P. Long for income tax fraud 
criticised United States Attorney- 
General Cummings today for aban- 
doning prosecution of the cases. 

In a letter to Cummings, the 
jurors demanded immediate release 
from Atlanta Penitentiary of for- 
mer State Representative Joseph 
Fisher, one of the two men tried 
before the criminal cases against 
others were dropped. 

They said there was a “gross and 
unwarranted official discrimina- 
tion” against Fisher, who will com- 
plete a sentence of a year and a 
half on July 9. Abe Shushan, pres- 
ident: of the New Orleans Levee) 
Board, the other man tried, was ac- | 
quitted., | 

Both Fisher and Shushan were | 
tried before the death of Senator | 
Long, who then was waging a vig- 
orous fight against the administra-| 
tion of President Roosevelt. 

“Trying to Make Their Peace.” | 

The jurors, in their letter, said | 
that during the investigations which | 
led. to the indictments it was re-| 
ported that those under investiga- | 
tion “were trying to make their. 
peace at Washington, by political | 
pull or by payment of the taxes | 
claimed, or even by both means.” | 

“The reported answers out of| 
Washington,” the letter stated, | 
“either from your office, Mr. At-| 
torney-General, or from the office | 
of the Secretary of the Treasury, | 
were in effect that the Government | 
o the United States would not com- | 
promise itself by condoning the 
commission of crime for a pecuni- 
ary consideration—answers which 
wholly comported with the dignity 
and honor of the United States.” 

The jurors said that, exciuding | 
Fisher and Shushan, the others in-| 
dicted “had not even been brought 
to nominal] trial,” and if the cases | 
are abandoned they felt they had | 
“every cause to feel aggrieved and | 
outraged.” |

WAIT UNTIL HE 

GETS IN RING 


Former Champion Still 
Confident That Ale Will 
Be Able to Win From 
Sensational Negro Fight- 


er.

NAPANOCH, N. Y., June 16.—In 
less than 72 hours, Max Schmeling 


will be called upon to face Joe 
Louis, Detroit Negro, in a 15-round 
boxing bout, which many believe 
will answer for all time the posi- 
tion of Max in the fight game and 
also throw further light on the 
ability of the Brown Bomber whose 
remarkable record of 27 victories, 
23 of them by knockouts, in a little 
more than two years, still leaves 
some fans demanding that he do 
more to prove his claims to great- 
ness, 

It is not a pleasant prospect for 
Schmeling, for Louis has knocked 
over in short order men who have 
fought the German to a standstill 
and defeated, then knocked him 
out. Max Baer stopped him, and 
Louis knocked out Baer in four 
rounds. Paulino Uzcudun fought 
Schmeling three times. Max won 
one and fought two draws. Louis 
flattened Uzcudun with a punch, 
after fooling with him for three 
rounds. 


If those things are in Schmeling’s 
mind at present, though, he keeps 
the fact well hidden in his conversa- 
tion. To his own satisfaction, at 
least, he has explained away the 
doubts and expresses confidence of 
his ability to defeat, even knock 
out, Louis. 

Today he finished his active 
work in preparation for the test, 
and seven weeks of effort in this 
little spot, hidden away in the Cats- 
ki Mountains, have put him in 
fine physical condition; there is no 
doubt of that. 

Methodical in all things, he has 
gone about his training under the 
direction of Max Machon in a way 
which has brought him to the eve 
of the fight in splendid shape. 

He has a badly bruised right eye, 
the result of a bump suffered from 
the head of one of his sparring 


partners in a workout Sunday. The 
skin is not broken, but the eyelid, 
under his brow, is badly discolored. 
Careful attentivn to it after the ac- 
cident avoided anything serious, al- 
thought it was feared at the time it 
occurred that it might be necessary 
to postpone the match. 

Yesterday he loafed all day and 
newspaper men were told that they | 
could see him at 7 o'clock in the'| 
evening; that he was away on an 
automobile trip.

Schmeling isn’t slow. It might 
seem that I’m favoring Schmeling 
all the way, but I’m not.

WAGNER LAW, LABOR BOARD 
KNOCKED OUT BY SWEEPING 
DECISION OF APPEALS COURT 


_U.S. Judges Rule Federal Government Can’t | 
Regulate Employer-Employe Relations

NEW ORLEANS, June 16.—The 
United States Court of Appeals of 
the Fifth Circuit handed down a 
sweeping decision yesterday, de- | 


_claring the Federal Government to | 


be utterly without power to regu- 
late the relations of employers and 
employes in production and manu- 
facture. 

The decision said: 

“The constitution does not vest 
in the Federal Government the 


|power to regulate the relation as 
in | 


such of employer and employe 
production and manufacture.” 

This was the first Circuit Court 
of Appeals decision on the Wagner 
Labor Relations Act and the WNa- 
tional Labor Relations Board | 
which the act created. It was a 
complete knockout. The decision, 
following recent Supreme Court 
decisions, bars the possibility of 
any valid Federal statute cast 
in the pattern of the Wagner law, 
which, broadly, was a re-enactment 
of the labor provisions of the Na- 
tional Industrial Recovery Act 
which also was declared to be uns 
constitutional. 

Decision Is Unanimous. 

In a unanimous opinion the Court 
of Appeals denied the petition of 
the Labor Board for enforcement 
of an order requiring the Jones & 


Laughlin Steel Corporation to re-| 
instate certain employes who said | 


they were discharged because of 
organized labor activities at the 
company’s ‘Aliquippa (Pa.) plant. 

Referring to the Guffey opinion, 
the Court said manufacture and 
production constituted one thing 
and actual interstate commerce, the 
transportation of products through 
negotiations and agreements, quite 
another. 

Manufacture and production, 
therefore, the Court ruled, were 
regulable as such by the states, 
while the Federal Government had 
jurisdiction in matters of interstate 
commerce. 


Text of Opinion. 
The text of the opinion by Circuit 


Judges Rufus E. Foster, Samuel H. 


Sibley and Joseph C. Hutcheson Jr. 
follows: 

“The National Labor Relations 
Board has petitioned us to enforce 
an order made by it, which requires 
Jones & Laughlin Steel Corpora- 
tion, organized under the laws of 
Pennsylvania, to reinstate certain 
discharged employes in its steel 
plant in Ailquippa, Pa., and to do 
other things in that connection. 

“The petition must be denied be- 
cause under the facts found by the 
board and shown by the evidence, 
the board has no jurisdiction over 
a labor dispute between employer 
and employes touching the _ dis- 
charge of laborers in a steel plant, 
who were engaged only in. manu- 
facture. The Constitution does not 
vest in the Federal Government the 
power to regulate the relation as 
such of employer and employe in 
production or manufacture. 

“One who produces or manufac- 
tures a commodity, subsequentiy 
sold and shipped by him in inter- 
state commerce, whether such sale 
and shipment were originally in- 
tended or not,*has engaged in two 
distinct and separate activities. So 
far as he produces or manufactures 
a commodity, his business is purely 
local. So far as he sells and ships, 
or contracts to sell and ship, the 
commodity to customers in another 
state, he engaged in interstate com- 
merce. In respect of the former, 
he is subject only to regulation by 
the state; in respect of the latter,

Labor Board Lawyer Argues Part 
of Act Still Stands.

NEW YORK, June 16.—Counsel 
for the National Labor Relations 
Board contended today before the 
United States Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals that the Wagner act had not 
been declared unconstitutional in 
its entirety by the Circuit Court in 
New Orleans.

‘British Party Returns to Base 
Camp After Being Held Back 
for Weeks by Storms. 
DARJEELING, India, June 16.— 
The British expédition abandoned 
its attempt today to reach the sum- 

mit of Mount Everest. 

Members of the party headed by 
Hugh Rutledge returned to their 
base camp after being held below 
the summit for weeks by raging

TOPEKA, Kan., June 16.—A cam- 
paign program embracing three 
tours about the country for Gov. 
Alf M. Landon was up for discus- 
sion today when the Republican 
presidential nominee began a con- 
ference with Col. Frank Knox, his 
running mate, and others of the 


party’s high command. 

The Governor considered opening 
his campaign with a speech at his 
birthplace, West Middlesex, Pa., 
shortly after the formal notifica- 
tion ceremony—as yet unscheduled 
—and closing in Madison Square 


before the election. 
The tentative schedule called 
next for Landon to swing into New 


his Pennsylvania, opening, back to 
the midwestern farm country and 
then to the Pacific Coast. 

Today’s conference with Knox 
and a subcommittee of the Na- 
tional Committee was regarded as 
the most important on campaign 
plans since the Cleveland conven- 
tion. 

Mississippi Valley Trips. 


The first Eastern itinerary un- 
der discussion included a speech at 
Chautauqua, N. Y., after West Mid- 
dlesex, then an appearayce in some 
larger city of New YorkeState, such 
as Buffalo or Rochester. Two trips 
in the Mississippi Valley were con- 
sidered, one to be made after the 
first Eastern visit and one after the 
Western, 

Hamilion is expected to do a 
large share of the campaign 
speaking, and one plan contemplat- 
ed a speaking tour for him follow- 
ing his address at a “unity ban- 
quet” of Republicans in New York 
City, June 22.

MOSCOW, June 16.—The Soviet 
Government backed up today the 
provisions in the new Constitution 
promising protection for private 
property with an announcement 
that official aid will be granted 
builders of private homes. 

This will be done through a sub- 
stantial increase in credits to the 
Soviet Housing Corporation which 
finances the erection of co-opera- 
tive apartment houses. Workers can 
obtain title to apartments in these 
buildings either by paying cash in 
advance or on the installment plan, 
but title to all land remains in the 
state. 

The new Constitution says small 
private property such as homes 
and household equipment will be 
given the full protection of the law. 
It lists as the irrevocable property 
of the state only “the essential part 
of housing in cities and industrial 
centers,’ permitting an elastic in- 
terpretation which will open the 
way for large scale building of pri- 
vate homes.

The effect of this ridiculous law and its even more 
ridiculous interpretation by the Comptroller-General 
has been strikingly stated in the Journal of the Ed- 
ucation Association of the District of Columbia. We 
quote: 

All mention of Russian geography, system of 
government, art, music, literature becomes im- 
mediately taboo. Children ask pertinent questions 
roused by public discussion; teachers evade re- 
ply. Cultural, economic, political contributions 
of a nation of 160,000,000 people to civilization 
are erased from the slate of consideration in the 
District of Columbia schools. 


Representative Fred J. Sisson of New York, spon- 
sor of the repealer, does not believe in Communism. 
Indeed, he has made a point of declaring his dis- 
taste for it. But he does bejieve in freedom of speech 
and freedom of the press and academic freedom. He, 
like Representatives Christianson and O’Day ané 
others who have indorsed his bill, knows the basic 
difference between discussing a form of government 
objectively and advocating its adoption.

Once 
the amendment is passed, administrative 
boards set up by the Government may 
regulate labor in each interstate industry. 

This amendment will solve not only the 
minimum wage difficulties, but also 
child labor, unemployment insurance 
and other labor problems, and will elim- 
inate” once and for all those constitu- 
tional technicalities which for 20 or 25 
years have stood in the way of genuine 
It will also 
get around the difficulties faced by the 
old NRA. 

An objection to this plan might come 
from states’ rights people who want to 
maintain the old-time balance of power 
between state and national government. 
The arguments of these individuals can 
be easily met by the statement that util- 
ity and public welfare, and not the 
dogmas and catchwords of the eight- 
eenth and nineteenth centuries, should be 
made the criteria of government and con- 
stitutional change.

Marion Reedy that St. Louis was introduced to Ches- 
terton when the Mirror reprinted that surging bal- 
lad, “Lepanto.” To many of us, that was the first 
meeting with Don John of Austria. History, to be 
sure, has prosily reported the naval engagement, but 
here was staged a climax in that long duel between 
Cross and Crescent, in the ending of which the fate 
of civilization precariously trembled. A truly death- 
less song of derring-do, which deeded to Chesterton 
an estate in fee simple forever on the heights of 
Parnassus. 

Some of our intelligentsia have dismissed him as 
an incurable romantic, while at the same time af- 
fectionately, beseeching him t® come again. That 
was, indeed, a facet of Chesterton’s genius—to inspire 
the sincerest friendship. Always he was busily en- 
gaged in the profession of friendship which he prac- 
ticed in the high tradition; individually in his gal- 
lant testimonial to Bernard Shaw, by way of a bi- 
ography to be earnestly recommended, and that lit- 
tle book of poems dedicated so handsomely to Hi- 
laire Belloc. 

Our romanticist was, in enthusiasm and profound 
knowledge, a medievalist, and his hero of heroes was 
the victor at Lepanto, whom he idolized in a riot of 
worship in that hypothetical elopement, “If Don 
John of Austria had married Mary Queen of Scots.” 
Stubborn, ungracious actuality refused to surrender 
to the superb justice, the fine equity, the unanswer- 
able logic of Chesterton’s riotous imagination, but 
every reader must have grieved at the verity of 
history when “somewhere in the North a lady opened 
her lattice on the sea” and looked in vain for that 
ship “on whose golden sails was emblazoned the sun- 
burst of Lepanto.” 

But the medievalist was aggressively modern, too, 
and the poet was a prophet who long ago foresaw the 
Machine Age and. with burning strokes lashed ava- 
rice in his poem, “Wheels,” as he pondered “the 
Yet the world was 
good and Chesterton lived a plumed life all along to 
that “last white winter,” when he hoped it would be 
his to see “old joys frozen as jewels, old griefs frost- 
ed as flowers.” 
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FISH-WIFE STUFF. 

The prediction is freely made that the current 
campaign will be conducted on bare-knuckle lines, 
with the ordinary amenities thrown to the winds. 
If so, John D. M. Hamilton, new chairman of the Re- 
publican National Committee, wil] be able to hold 
his own. In reply to a statement by Jim Farley, him- 
self no respecter of Marquis of Queensberry rules, 
Mr. Hamilton looses a string of abusive statements, 
culminating in the innuendo that “Mr. Farley and his 
friends” have no understanding of “private honor 
and public faith.” 

We wonder to what extent exaggerated statement 
and abusive utterance advance a party’s interests. 
At the convention in Cleveland, numerous speakers 
extolled the Republican party and its leaders in the 
most lavish fashion, while tearing their opponents 
into oratorical shreds. It is incredible that such dis- 
tortion should fool anyone. Certainly, the speakers 
themselves could not believe their own words, but 
were merely succumbing to an old-fashioned tradi- 
tion. 

Is it impossible to conduct a presidential campaign 
with dignity? Is it impossible for political leaders 
to appeal to the intelligence of voters rather than to 
their passions and prejudices? 
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PENNSYLVANIA’S WILD LIFE. 

An-old, heavily populated, much-hunted State is 
Pennsylvania, yet it greatly outranks Missouri as a 
habitat for game. 

Pennsylvania abounds in deer, wild turkey, black 
bear, ruffed grouse, ring-neck pheasants, quail, squir- 
rels and rabbits. 

The 1935 report of the Board of Game Commis- 
sioners shows that 70,470 deer were killed last year 
in the Keystone State. They had become so numer- 
ous that hunters were authorized to take antlerless 
deer to thin out the herds. 

Also killed were 402 bears, 4498 wild turkeys, 281,- 
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000 pheasants, 217,247 quail, more than a million | 


squirrels and nearly 2,000,000 rabbits. 

And the take of hunters is only a very small pro- 
portion of Pennsylvania’s total game population. 

Why is this? 

Why is it that Missouri, with its vast tracts of wild 
country, its fewer citizens, its smaller number of 
hunters, has far less game than Pennsylvania? 

It is because Pennsylvania has attacked the prob- 
lem of conservation in a scientific way—that’s the 
answer to the first question. 


The answer to the second is that Missouri has per- | 
mitted its game to die and be killed without taking 


steps to replenish it. 

Pennsylvania is the key to Missouri's problem. 

If we apply here a fraction of the vast knowledge 
concerning the conservation of game and of fish 
and of wild flowers and of all other natural things 
that add so greatly to life’s delight—Missouri within 
a few years can restore its wild life. 

There is no excuse for the fact that Missouri, an 
obvious habitat for wild turkey, has so few of these 
noble birds. 

There is no excuse for our paucity of quail. 

There is no reason why Missouri's lovely, spring-fed 
streams should not be teeming with fish. 

Happily, a remedy is at hand. 
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It consists in supporting a constitutional amend- 


ment, fostered by the Restoration and Conservation 
Federation of Missouri, to set up in Missouri an 
organization similar to that which has made Penn- 
sylvania a hunter's paradise. ; 

This amendment will be on the ballot in Novem- 
ber. 

Its success will open up a new era, not only for the 
sportsmen of the State, but for all who enjoy wild 


life—and that means everybody.

‘‘Now He Belongs to the Ages” 


Oft-quoted tribute ascribed to Secretary Stanton at Lincoln’s deathbed is pure legend, 
says writer who tried for years to verify it; no documentary or eye-witness testi- 
mony that statement was made, nor is it in character of supposed author; phrase 
appeared first in Nicolay and Hay’s history, but without supporting evidence. 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

N your leading editorial of June 8, “Death 
| - a New Birth?”, you state: “Lincoln ‘be- 

longs to the ages,’ as Stanton truly said.” 

No phrase in the Lincoln legend has been 
more often quoted than this, and none is 
more legendary. For a number of years, I 
have been trying to tgace it to its source, 
with but little success. Others have done 
the same, with a like result. 

The director of a Lincoln foundation in 
Detroit, which, I am reliably informed, has 
spent $250,000 in the collection of material 
and in the study of Lincoln’s life, has writ- 
‘é. me that their researches led them to 

clude that Stanton never said: “Now he 
belongs to the ages.” And a scholar I know 
in Chicago, who has specialized in the Lin- 
coln assassination story, also denies the 
Stanton paternity of this phrase. 

It first came into being in Nicolay and 
Hay’s 10-volume history of Lincoln, and ap- 
pears in the chapter on the assassination, 
which John Hay wrote. Hay does not say he 
heard Stanton say it; he gives no citation 
or authority for it. The phrase just plumps 
into his narrative. As so many other “facts” 
in this work are properly documented, one 
cannot help wondering why this one is not. 

There is grave doubt as to whether Hay 
was present at Lincoln’s bedside the night 
of the assassination. It is true his presence 
is noted in several current news reports, but 
these reports also place others there who 
later said they were not, and some who 
we know were not there; and no reporters 
were present in that room at any time that 
right, Hay never said he was there;* he 
does not mention the assassination or his 
presence with the dying President in his in- 
timate diary, privately printed; and surely 
the chapter on the assassination in Nicolay 
and Hay does not bear the marks of having 
been written by an eye-witness. 


I have copies of every statement about 
the death of Lincoln made by every person 
known to have been at the Peterson house, 
and in not one of them is found the alleged 
Stanton phrase: “Now he belongs to the 
ages.” The authoritative biography of Stan- 
ton, written by Gorham, from Stanton’s pa- 
pers and in collaboration with members of 
the Stanton family, does not mention it. In 
no news story or editorial of the time does 
it appear, nor im any book or magazine or 
other publication, until Nicolay and Hay’s 
history was published in 1890. 

One can hardly believe that such a re- 
markable phrase would have escaped the 
notice of Sumner, Welles, M. B. Field, Sur- 
geon-General Barnes, Surgeons Taft and 
Leale, Dr. R. K. Stone, Lincoln’s pastor, Dr. 
P. D. Gurley and Corporal Tanner, who com- 
prised about all the persons, besides Stan- 
ton, who were gathered about Lincoln's bed- 
side at the moment of his death. Yet none 
of these persons mentions it. 

Dr. Leale remembered that when Mrs. 
Lincoln came into the room, screamed and 
fainted, Stanton burst in from an adjoin- 
ing room, where he had established head- 
quarters, and shouted, characteristically: 
“Take that woman out of here and do not 
let her in again!” But he did not recall, 
even 50 years later, that Stanton used the 
un-Stantonesque poetic phrase, “Now he be- 
longs te the ages.” 

There may be some authentic record some 
where which definitely places John Hay at 
the Peterson house that night, but until 


that is found, the fact seems unassailable 
that he was, as reported, asleep at the Wil- 
lard Hotel, where he lived, all through the 
mighty incidents of that bloody evening. 

What, then, shall we say of the illustra- 
tion in Nicolay and Hay (the death of Lin- 
coln), which places Hay at the bed at the 
head of the dying President—a position 
which Surgeons Taft and Leale, in their au- 
thentic reports, state they occupied, one on 
either side—and three times as many per- 
sons present, around that bed, as could have 
crowded into that small hall bedroom? Dr. 
Leale says there were “few present.” 

* . * 


You state it, as a fact, that Lincoln does 
“belong to the ages.” There are those, rev- 
erent and worthy scholars, to whom the 
truth is more important than any man’s 
place in history, who will differ with you 
as to this, particularly as to the high and 
holy sense in which you use the phrase. On 
what does Lincoln's present great fame rest? 
History answers: “He saved the Union. He 
freed the slaves.” But did he? 

I heard the celebrated Dr. James Brown 
Scott say the other day: “Andrew Johnson 
saved the Union.” He is an authority of 
world repute. Scholars in history—not the 
partisan political historians who have propa- 
gated the Lincoln myth—are rapidly coming 
around to this view. Whether it will be the 
final judgment of history, none of us poor 
mortals knows. 

Another historian of note told me not so 
long ago that he had seen a memorandum 
written by Gen. James W. Singleton, the 
last man Lincoln talked to before leaving 
the White House on the night of April 14, 
1865, in which Lincoln gave him instruc- 
tions to say to Jefferson Davis: “If the 
Confederacy will fold up and quit, the South 
may keep her slaves.” Gen. Singleton was 
Lincoln’s peace negotiator. But even if Lin- 
coln did say this, it does not prove he dia 
not issue the Emancipation Proclamation. 

But did it not take an amendment to the 
Constitution to make that effective? I have 
heard s0.

VISITS GOAL MINE 


Talks to Workers at West 
Frankfort and Then 
Goes to Benton. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 


WEST FRANKFORT, IIL, June. 


16.—Mrs. Franklin D. Roosevelt 
arose at 4 o'clock at Grayville to- 
day and drove to West Frankfort 
for an early morning visit to the 
Old Orient mine of Chicago, Wil- 
mington and Franklin Coal Co. \ 

Arriving at the mine at 7 o’clock, 
she was greeted by several hun- 
dred townspeople and coal miners 
assembled at the shaft. Standing 
on a pit car near the shaft, Mrs. 
Roosevelt addressed the miners 
briefly, expressing her interest in 
learning more of conditions in the 
Southern Illinois coal field. 

She told miners she had seen a 
good deal of miners and their fam- 
ilies in different parts of the coun- 
try and declared she would have 
liked to go down into the mine, 
but understood there was a super- 
stition against it. However, she and 
her party went down into the New 
Orient mine, which is not in opera- 
tion. 

Standing with her white shod 
feet in coal dust, within a few feet 
of the shaft, Mrs. Roosevelt for a 
half hour chatted with Supt. Harry 
Treadwell as cage after cage of 
miners was lowered into the pit. 
Mrs. Roosevelt called a frequent 
“Good luck to you” as the swiftly 
moving cages dropped from view. 

She questioned Treadwell con- 
cerning living standards in the 
coal field, working conditions and 
safety measures. She inquired con- 
cerning plans for summer time em- 
ployment for miners and asked 
whether Southern Illinois mining 
communities were “company 
towns” and whether miners traded 
at “company stores.” She also ex- 
pressed interest in union conditions, 
inquiring as to which union the 
men belonged.

Cottage Cheese 
Rye Bread and 
Chives Sandwiches

Sift together one and a-half cups 
of flour with two teaspoons of 
baking powder, a pinch of salt and 
one teaspoon of sugar. Work in 
two tablespoons of butter and add 
sufficient milk to make a soft 
dough. Roll out on a floured board 
one half inch thick. Cut in smal] 
squares and spread with creamed 
butter and sugar. Place the squares 
on the hot cherries so as not to 
touch. Cover tightly and cook either 
on top of stove or in the oven for 
20 minutes. Turn out on platter and 
serve with hard sauce.

OME questions about the eye: 
§ “Is there danger of eyeglasses 

breaking and cutting the eye- 
ball?” 

Of course, this is a possibility, 
and yet itis strange how rarely it 
occurs. Many 
busy eye special- 
ists have never 
observed such a 
misfortune. The 
most frequent 
cause, according 
to my own recol- 
lection, is in golf 
players when a 
golf ball bounds 
back and breaks 
the glasses. 

“Will I always 
have to wear 
glasses?” 

Those who deny 
themselves good 
vision because 
they fear that the use of glasses 
will make them dependent have a 
wrong conception of the matter. 
The people who really need glasses 
probably will always have to use 
them, but there is no reason why 
they should be denied that extra 
comfort, or why they should put off 
the appointed day. The reason for 
glasses is a difference in the size 
or shape of the eyeball from nor- 
mal and cannot be outgrown. It 
is true that some. people outgrow 
the need of glasses, but this is a 
condition that occurs in old age, 
known as “second sight” due to per- 
fectly natural causes. The people 
who have second sight in old age 
are the ones who probably have had 
very defective vision in youth. 


Circles Under Eyes. 


“Are circles under the eyes a sign 
of eye trouble?” : 

Almost never is) the condition 
called “e@ircles under the eyes” an 
indication of real disease. It is cer- 
tainly not an indication of poor 
eyesight. Some people are so con- 
stituted that they have veins under 
the skin which become more appar- 
ent because of too little fat. If the 
family doctor can assure the patient 
that there is no anemia and the gen- 
eral condition is good, circles under 
the eyes have no meaning except as 
they occur from time to time when 
they indicate fatigue. 

“Is a black eye serious?” 

Usually not. It is a hemorrhage 
into the tissues of the skin, but 
sometimes it indicates a hemor- 
rhage into the eyeball itself and pos- 
sible fracture of a bone. Under any 
circumstances it should be investi- 
gated by a competent person. 

“Are puffy lids of any signifi- 
cance?” 

They seldom mean that there is 
anything wrong with the eyes. The 
family doctor is probably better 
able to come to a conclusion as to 
the cause than the eye specialist. 

“What is the meaning of styes?” 

A sty is simply an infection of 
the hair follicles of the meibomian 
glands in the lid. While they may 
often be annoying, because they 
keep reappearing like weeds in a 
garden, they are really quite harm- 
less. The connection. between 
styes and poor vision is certainly 
not direct. It is frequently said 
that anybody who has styes needs 
glasses. The only connection that 
I can figure out, and I have talked 
this over with many oculists, is 
that a person who needs glasses 
will rub his eyes, and in this way 
convey infection from his fingers 
to the lids. 

“What do spots before the eyes 
mean?” 

Usually they are simply due to 
nervousness. Sometimes they are 
due to some change in the eyeball.

claiming to have given birth to 12 
children since Charles Vance Mil- 
lar died on October 31, 1926, has a 
colorful imagination and a flair for 
the dramatic. She hasn't the slight- 
est doubt that she will prove the 
winner of the great prize; not even 
the shadow of a doubt.

But 
Mrs. Harrison, cheerful and phil- 
osophical, says it’s all in God's 
hands. She has had twins twice. 
If twins come in October—well, 
that might mean a lot to the Har- 
rison family. They’re proud of 
their independence, but they could 
use to advantage any part of that 
$500,000 that comes their way. 


Her husband, Ambrose Harri- 
son, in the early forties, works as 
a night operator on Toronto’s mu- 
nicipally-owned street railway com- 
pany. They live in a tidy brick 
house on Pacific avenue and nev- 
er have had to accept a cent of 
relief money, despite the fact that 
it takes eight loaves of bread and 
a pound of oatmeal every day to 
feed them. Papa Harrison cuts 
the children’s hair. Mama Harri- 
son ties up the older girls’ hair in 
rags every night. Her own hair is 
“permanently” waved, and she has 
dimples in her cheeks. She wears 
a clean, sleeveless cotton dress 
around the house, and one of the 
things she would like to buy, if 
she ever has enough money to af- 
ford it, is a “nice, stylish house 
dress.” 

Mrs. Harrison helps the children 
with their home-work, then plays 
games with them until it is time 
for them to go to bed. She doesn't 
approve of their going to the movies 
to see “all that love-stuff.” And 
she doesn’t know what the family 
would do without Mary, 18, who is 
another “mother” to her younger 
brothers and sisters. Now listen to 
Mrs. Harrison name her children: 


“Paul, the youngest, was born in 
1935; Dorothy came in 1933, and 
Ann in 1932. There were twins in 
1930, Joseph and June. There Were 
twins, too, in 1928, Ambrose and 
Jimmy. Gloria came in 1927, Mad- 
eline in 1925, Teresa in 1924, John 
in 1922, Wilfred in 1921, Patricia in 
1920, and Mary, first of all in 1918. 

“T agree with Mrs. Timleck that 
the money should be divided among 
all the mothers with big families, 
Mrs. Harrison says. “One family 
wouldn’t know how to spend such 
a big sum.” 

She was married at 21, and thinks 
people should marry early so that 
they can grow up with their chil- 
dren.

HEN there’s the Darrigo family. 
T stettano and Manuela and thei: 

12 children live on Parliament 
street in five rooms. Manuela Dar- 
rigo, who speaks very little Eng- 
lish although she left Italy to come 
and marry Steffano many years 
ago, claims to have nine children 
eligible for the Charles Vance Mil- 
lar race, although listed as having 
only eight. Her last three children 
have been born dead, and Steffano 
says he wants no more children if 
he can help it. “It is too hard on 
Manuela,” he says. 

All is woe in this Italian family. 
Their lives are sad since Steffano 
lost his three fruit stores, and now

his two trucks have had to be sold. 

“It’s no good,” Steffano says. “All 
work, lots of trcubles, have to go on 
relief.” For awhile he and their 
eldest girl, Mary, got a job with 
another fruit vendor; then he, too, 
went out of business. Steffano has 
relatives in the United States, and 
he balks at allowing photographs 
to be taken of his children until 
they have decent clothes to wear. 

One after another they have had 
to give up homes because the rent 
was too high. Now their furniture 
is shabby. The radio is broken. 
The chesterfield has one leg off. 
The rent is in arrears. 

“We've got to get that Millar 
money,” Steffano says, in despera- 
tion. “We could use it. Then we 
could stay right here in Toronto, 
buy three more stores; educate the 
children, put the older ones. in 
charge of the stores, and we will 
be O. K. again. My boy Joe, he’s 
going to be a banana man, aren’t 
you, Joe?” And Joe smiles in 
agreement. 

Mrs. Grace Bagnoto, who has il 
children living—nine of them born 
in the last 10 years—has given birth 
to 23 children, but never more than 
one at a time. And the medicos 
say some of the mothers who have 
already had twins two or three 
times are much more likely than 
Mrs. Bagnato to bear twins be- 
tween now and October 3. Unless 
Mrs. Bagnoto bears twins, the best 
she can hope for is a tie. 

There are also the Grazianos to 
reckon with. They have only eight 
listed as eligible in the competi- 
tion, with an arrival expected in 
August, according to the doctor. 


Joe and Grace Bagnoto, who have 
had 23 children, of whom 11 are 
living, live in a nice little house on 
Dundas street, West. There are 
nine children left at home. Three 
others married. The rest of them 
are dead. 

Mrs. Bagnato, an Italian-Cana- 
dian, claims to hold the leading 
position in the Charles Vance Mil- 
lar race. “I have the registra- 
tions,” she says surely. “Let the 
other mothers produce their regis- 
trations.” There will be another 
baby in July, and it will make the 
tenth, she claims, since October, 
1926. 


Bagnato has a sister living in 
Pennsylvania who has 22 children. 
His wife herself is one of 12 chil- 
dren. She married at 13, and 
couldn’t speak a word in Italian 
until she married Joe. Now she 
acts as interpreter in many im- 
portant court trials, and has Itali- 
ans constantly waiting on her door- 
step, wanting her to translate let- 
ters from Italy, help them get their 
naturalization papers or act as ar- 
bitrator in a family squabble. Mrs. 
Bagnato is a smart business wom- 
an. Her husband works at the Ca- 
nadian customs office. 


“T am not afraid of Mrs. Kenny, 
or Mrs. Timleck or any other of 
the claimants,” Mrs. Bagnato de- 
clares, with firmness in her voice. 
She talks about an orphan she 
would like to adopt. She tells you 
about working all night the night 
before, preserving peaches for the 
winter, and that the children’s 
clothes need mending tonight.

Dear Mrs. Post: Will you please

EXPLANATION OF YESTERDAY'S CARTOON 


HOME OF TAILLESS TROUT—Comparatively few people have ever visited the curious Loch Enoch in Kirdcud- 
brightshire, Scotland, it being one of the highest bodies of water of the British Isles, and one of the most difficult 
to find. Yet it is a much-sought loch because of the trout without tails that inhabit its waters. The defgrmed fish 
exhibit deficiencies in their ventral fins and tails, but the dorsal fins are unimpared. This freak of nature is attributed 
to the hard rasp-like sand on the bottom and shores of the loch, known as granite detritus, which files off the trouts* 
tails whenever they come in contact with it. This sand is highly valued by the farmers of the district for sharpening 
their scythes and knives.
